Cotton Seed Meal as a Feeding Stuff. 


A Bethel correspondent of the Oxford 
Democrat in the issue of May 23d, wrote as 
follows: *“‘Charles Houghton of Bryant's 
Pond, lost a young child by drinking milk 
from a cow fed on cotton seed meal.” 
have taken some pains to investigate the 
matter because the above is a serious 
charge against cotton seed meal as a feed 
for milch cows, and as nearly as we have 
been able to ascertain the circumstances 


were as follows: 


Houghton lost a child aged six weeks. The 
child appeared to be well until it was about 
four weeks old when it was attacked with 
irregularity of the bowels and died at the 
end of two weeks. It was afterwards as- 
certained that the cow which furnished 
the milk for the child had been fed for 
these two weeks, on cotton seed meal. It 
is also reported that there was a change of 
nurses at the end of four weeks, and it 
may be that less experienced persons had 
charge of the child when it was taken sick. 
The mother was very sick and. unable to 
care for it and died about the same time 
as the child. Im this case, as well as in all 
others that we have investigated, the evi- 
dence against the cotton seed meal is pure- 
ly circumstantial and weak. We have been 
feeding cotton seed meal to milch cows for 
the past three years; have used the milk 
in our own family for children and adults, 
and have supplied other families, and we 
have never heard any complaint that the 
milk disagreed with any one. Many others 
in this city have hada similar experience. 

The Democrat correspondent further along 
says: ‘Your correspondent lost two calves 
by putting two handfuls of eotton seed 
meal into four quarts of milk. Benj, Bry- 
ant lost two in the sane way.” This may 
have been so. There is no doubt that cot- 
ton seed given in milk or water is unsuited 
to the digestive organs of a very young 
calf, and so is every other highly concen- 
trated food. We have just turned out a 
three months old calf to pasture which has 
been brought up without milk. Until four 
weeks old, we fed him on oat-meal and 
flour gruel, Since that time we have ad- 
ded one pint of cotton seed nieal per day in 
two feeds, and we have rarely known a 
calf to make better growth or go out to 
pasture in better condition. The Bethel 
correspondent referred to, closes his item 
by remarking that, “‘two quarts of oats to 
one of cotton seed meal makes a good 
Does he mean to be understood 
that the above quantity makes a good 
single feed for a calf? If not what does he 
mean? The fact is, there is much ignorance 
in the community with regard to the value 
and proper method of feeding out cotton 
seed meal to different animals, and this is 
not surprising, for itis comparatively a 
new feeding substance. But charges 
against its use should not be made without 
they can be sustained by facts, and persons 
should be careful how they rush into print 
with instruction for the public until they 
have some definite information to ‘offer. 

A correspondent of a New Hampshire 
paper speaks of a gentleman who lost 
lambs “by allowing them to consume all 
they would of cotton seed meal,” and uses 
this cireumstance as an argument against 
its use. Is it any wonder the lambs died 
under such treatment, and would not the 
same result have foliowed the eating of

From 30th of March to middle of April, 
our cows were calving, and turned on grass 
lots adjoining the farm pen, which caused 
much restlessness with the cattle remain- 
ing in the pen, and accounts for the loss in 
weight d that time. 

This e ment shows that eotton seed 
meal, being very rich in albuminoids or 
flesh-forming matter (the straw and fodder 
furnishing a sufficient amount of carbo- 
hydrates,) makes a much more perfect ra- 
tion than corn. 

We have fed our thoroaghbred Cotswold 
ewes, during the winter, half a pint of the 


three bushels corn and one bushel wheat 
screenings, ground together and mixed 
with an equal measure of cotton seed meal. 
The lambs came large and strong, and 
grew off finely. One 72 days old, .weighed 
to-day 73 pounds. The others will weigh 
quite as heavy, according to age. 

I am now feeding eq: parts of cotton 
seed meal and corn meal to Western ewes 
—one pint to each ewe a day, with trough- 
room enough for the lambs to feed at the 
same time with the ewes. ‘Tpe lambs are 


growing very fast.” 

We have referred at some length to the 
use of cotton seed meal because we 
believe it to bea valuable feeding stuff 
and much cheaper to us in New Eng- 
land than western corn. Cotton seed, like 
the seeds of other plants, is composed of 
protein, nitrogen-free extracts, fat, ash and 
crude fibre. The fat is the oil, and this is 
certainly not poisonous, for we are using it 
daily with the best results in our family, 
for all purposes where we formerly used 
lard. The protein or muscle forming sub- 
stance is the same wherever found, whether 
in cotton seed, corn, wheator hay; the 
nitrogen-free extract is what remains after 
deducting the protein, fibre, fat and ash, 
and is composed chiefly of starch or sugar 
and vegetable mucilage, similar to starch ; 
erude fibre is made up of the woody sub- 
stance of which the cells of the stalks of 
plants are formed, and there is certainly 
nothing poisonous here. No analysis of 
cotton seed that has ever been made, has 
disclosed in any of its constituents, any- 
thing that of itself, can be harmful to ani- 
mal or man; itis only necessary that its 
true character shall be known in order that’ 
it may be judiciously fed out, to give it 
the high place in our list of feeding stuffs 
lt so well deserves; the principal precau- 
tions necessary are, not to feed it at all to 
very young animals; be careful and not 
overfeed animals to which it may properly 
be fed, and remember that it can be eco- 
nonically fed in connection with straw, 
swale or meadow hay and corn fodder, 
forming with these coarse fodders, a ra- 
tion equal to tae best hay and costing con- 
siderably less. . 


Something About The Cows. 


Cows arein demand. Seldom has there 
been more enquiring or better prices offered 
for good ones. This is the season when 
the great mass ‘‘come in,” and it is the sea- 
son when milk is abundant. When we ex- 
pect a cow to do well we must insure 
success by observing the condition. In the 
first place we must have a sound, healthy, 
well bred animal. She must be built on the 
milk plan. No stock cow, bullock shape, 
will bea good milker. The good cow is 
the opposite from a good beef animal. She 
must have thin quarters, an ewe neck, 
wedge shape. This kind runs to milk, and 
instead of lining her ribs off from the rich 
food consumed, will convert it into rich milk 
and a good deal of it. One ‘good cow well 
kept gives more net profit than four poor- 
ly kept. Good feed would change the 
product of many cows wonderfully. But 
no amount of good feed will change a nat- 
urally poor cow into a good one. There 
are many cows that have natural milk qual- 
ities that have never been developed or 
stimulated by feed. These can be se- 
lected and bought reasonably by the skilled 
cow man, and by a generous feeding, be 
devloped into really good and paying cows. 
‘The cows that are annually picked up here 
in Maine and shipped to Massachusetts by 
our drovers, after a year or two of stim- 
ulation and good diet, would astonish some 
of their former owners could they see their 
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following mixture a day to each head: | is

kindness must always be exercised. Cows 
should be pets. , 

Cows taken from rich lands seldom do 
well on poor soils. Cleanliness in the 
dairy is one of the cardinal virtues. One 
cow well fed is as profitable, even more so, 
than two poorly fed and carelessly treated. 
The former can be kept at a profit and the 
latter at a loss. 

Cows seldom yieldtheir milk fully to any 
one who is not gentle with them. It is the 
best economy to keep cows in such a man- 
ner as to enable them to give the greatest 
quantity of milk with greatest profit. 
Great milkers seldom carry much flesh on 
their bones. It is not policy to allow a 
cow to loose a pound of flesh. It costs 
money to restore it. 

Carrots and other roots cause an in- 
creased flow of milk, and if backed up by 
good hay and shorts and cotton seed meal 
it will be of best quality. Cows at and 
near calving should be fed with abundance 
of nutritious food, but their meal rations 
should be discontinued until danger of 
milk fever, caked bag and garget are past. 
At this time cows are much subject to in- 
flamatory diseases of the udder, and rich, 
stimulating food only aggravates the evil. 

One kind of forage, even if of the best, is 
not enough, and may not furnish all the 
elements called for in the animal economy ; 
therefore give a variety of food, but guard 
against anything that will taint the milk.

solvent, acco 
are of farmers. These failures in nineteen 
times out of twenty are because they do 
not see where they miss it. But there is 
one branch of farming in which the three- 
fifths that your 
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colts I should raise for road, or work 
horses, ha no nae whatever to 
speed. I w keep at least five cows and 
would raise more or less calves every year. 
I would raise a pair of steer calves every 
odd year, and > am of them when four 
or five — ol I would keep some 
twenty sheep and feed them liberally on 
roots in the winter and have the lambs 
come as early as possible. I would keep 
at least one store hog, and one breeding 
sow, and would raise two litters of pig 
ayear. I would keep the hogs in the win- 
ter near the horse stable, give them a 
plenty of muck to compost with the ma- 
nure. And I would feed them liberally on 
roots, notwithstanding the wonderful dis- 
covery of science, that they are worthless, 
or nearly so. And during the entiré sea- 
son I would have them compost at least 
10 cords of muck with their own manure. 
In this way I am confident that the farm 
would grow better every year. In closing 
I will say that I am not a prophet, but 
this I claim the privilege of saying. ‘That 
from what I learn from the bible of God’s 
dealing with sin, that if there is not a 
diagnosis found for the horse epidemic, 
that Maine can never succeed as a farming 
State.

Liquid Manure Sprinkler. 


The question of how to save and apply 
liquid manure without the labor and ex- 
pense of twice carting absorbents, which 
has prevented many farmers from saving 
it, I have solved, to my own satisfaction, at 
least. I had been looking unsuccessfully 
the last year for a street sprinkler that was 
out of use, which I might buy cheap, for 
the purpose of spreading liquid manure 
upon the field, and therefore concluded to 
make one by using a molasses hogshead 
for a tank, which is a perfect success and 
within the reach of the poorest farmers and 
is not patented. I would not exchange it 
for a street sprinkler for my purpose, as it 
holds enough to haul over the fields and 
works like a charm. The money outlay 
for a sprinkler was less than one dollar and 
a half, and was built by my man. We have 
topdressed two acres at the first trial. The 
following description of how made may be 
of interest: Take a molasses hogshead for 
tank; started upper hoops and removed 
head carefully, that it might be replaced 
after finishing inside ; but before replacing, 
cut a square hole in the center for a chance 
to filltank. Tooka piece of pump tubing, 
6 inches square, 22 inches long, with two- 
inch bore, and squared 6 inches of one end 
down to 4 inches, to go through the staves 
and into the tank four or five inches, and 
cut the other end down the same, but only 
four inches back; morticed through the 
side of the tank two and a half hoops from 
the bottom to receive the tube, but first 
nailed the ends of the hoops to be cut with 
clinch nails. Made a sprinkler of pine 
boards four inches square, and as long as 
would play between the wheels safely— 
bored holes near the rear lower corner the 
whole length of the box 14g inches apart, 
with a quarter-inch bit. Drove the tube 
into the tank; fitted the sprinkler into the 
tube, nailed it, stayed it tothe tank with 
braces nailed on with clinch nails. Mount- 
ed it upon the axle of atip cart used with 
two pairs of wheels. I have set a pump 
through the stable floor and pump out of 
the window, using a strainer made of

Our correspondent really answers his 
own question. The better the milk for 
butter purposes, the lighter it is. The 
specific gravity of milk is a trifle greater 
than that of water, varying from five to 
seven per cent. greater, due to saline sub- 
stances held in solution; the more cream 
there is in a gallon of milk the lighter will 
it be and vice versa. Milk of a high specific 
gravity may be more valuable for cheese, 
but not for butter. 


Mr. Eprror: I have been reading the 
ever welcome old FARMER to-day ; it seems 
like receiving an old friend. I saw, while 
glancing over its columns that farmers are 
suffering much loss of sheep by the worm 
or maggot in the head. I took some sheep 
last fall and two of them have died in this 
way; 1 know no remedy for this after the 
fly has come round and done his work, but 
there is a sure remedy if taken in season; 
use tar on the sheep’s noses in the «pring 
and again in the first part of the fall an 
there will never be any trouble in this way ; 
this is a cheap, simple and healthy medi- 
cine.

tion for the days of snow and storm—he 
looks forward to three months of ease and 
rest; to three months of fireside content;
